NOTHING IN THE PEACE RUMORS. 
[By Cabie to The Chicago cribuns. } 

Lowpow Orrice or THe Carcaco TAU, 
Sartapury rar, W. C., Aug. 8—4 a. m.— 
There seems little foundation for the peace 
rumors which come from Vienna. The 
Turks, encouraged by success, are not likely 
to listen to peaceful advice, and the return of 
Midhat Pasha, which is considered imminent, 
may be looked upon as a sign that they will 
put forth all their energies and carry the 
war to its last extremity. 5 
a ATROCITY CHARGES REFUTED. 

The Russian papers of late have been 
filled with indignation at the charges of 
oruelty against their army. The Journal de 
St. Petersburg maintains that the reports 
presented to the British Parliament are not 
of an official character, as none of them 
emanated from persons responsible to the 
English Government. 

THE WAR WILL BE LOCALIZED. 

The same paper remarks on the growing 
confidence that the war will bd confined with- 
in the limits of Turkey, in consequence of 
the firmness of the Triple Alliance and the 
unwillingness of the other great Powers to 
undertake anything alone. 

RUSSIA’S POLITICAL PLANS IN BULGARIA. 

In introducing a regular system of civil 
administration in Bulgaria, Prince Tche- 
kaseky will follow that adopted by the Rus- 
sians on the emancipation of the serfs, when 
to every peasant a certain portion of land 
was allotted, for which the proprietor re- 
ceived indemnification. The whole popula- 
tion, whatever religion they may profess, are 
henceforth free from the payment of tax for 
exemption from military service. From the 
beginning of 1878 tithes will be abolished, 
and regular land-tax will be substituted. In 
consequence of the exigencies of war 
the payment of tithes will con- 
tinne to «be exacted during the 
presunt year. It will be collected in money 
in those districts where grain is not neces- 
sary for the support of the army, and in 
kind where it is wanted for the troops. All 
produce tithes deposited in magazines is to 
be given up to the Russian authorities. The 
whole of Bulgaria is to be divided into Gov- 
ernment which will be subdivided into dis- 
tricts. The Governors will be partly Russians 
and partly natives, The chief districts will be 
governed principally by Russian officers. 

GOURKA’S POSITION. 

The posifion of Gen. Gourka appears to 
be much better than was supposed a few 
days ago. His position is strongly fortified, 
and he has enough provisions and forage to 
hold out for a fortnight. His communica- 
tions with Tirnova are, moreover, intact, 
and when the reinforcements now moving 
up from the Danube have reached that place, 
it might be possible for him to attack Sulei- 
man Pasha. 

THE ROUMANIAN RAILWAYS 
will be im the hands of the Russian military 
authorities during all of this week, only one 
express train being allowed to run daily, the 
others being used for the transportation of 
troops. Russian divisions are continually 
crossing over the Sistova bridge. 
NEWS FROM ASIA 

is still scarce. Reinforcements of at least 
$5,000 men have either already reached the 
Caucasian army, which previously numbered 
only 56,000 combatants, orare on the way, 
and expected to join this army within the 
next ten days. 

Not a few divisions are on a peace footing 
as yet in the interior of Russia, and if 
her means in Asia were not adequate 
to the purpose, it was not from want of 


men snd organization, but merely because | 


ry out his designs with a limited number. 
He was mistaken in his calculations, and 
had reckoned without his host. Now that 
experience had taught him to adapt means 
to circumstances, another failure is not 
likely to come to pass, unless winter ar- 
rives too early and conquers both armies.

ENGLISH SENTIMENT. 
LORDS SALISBUR! AND LANDON. 

London, Aug. 7.—At the Conservative dem- 
onstration at Hatfield, testerday, Lord Salis- 
bury, in a speech, made the following refer- 
ence to the Goverument's foreign policy: 
“We earnestly deprecited this war; we 
are allies and of both contend- 
ing parties. We d our neutrality not 
only to be neutrality in act but of speech: 
but I will ask you to believe that while we dre 
thoroughly conviaced thatthe patriotism of En- 
glishmen, if we need to appeal to it. is equal to 
any emergency, and will shrink before no sacri- 
fice which the in or the honor of the 
country may demand, We feel in all its in- 
tensity that horror of the crimes and ca- 
lamities of war which this country 
has always been honorably distinguished for 

Loet us earnestly hope, the two 
objects, being, as we sincerely believe, in no 
way divergent, that we shall be able to conduct 
this country through all difficulties without 
trenching in the faintest degree on its interests 
or honor, and without loste for a single mo- 
ment the priceless blessing of peace.” 

Lord Landon also spoke. He said: I trust, 
when the moment of settlement comes, we 
shall bear in mind that it ig the greatest inter- 
est of England that every country in the world 
should be prosperous, and that if any country 
runs the risk of being humiliated, wé should 
try to prevent that humiliation, whether it 
should be assailant or assailed; and I 
hope also that we shall avoid the fault which, 
in my opinion, has been the great fault of Eu- 
ropean Powers in the past, of interfering on be- 
half only of our co-relitiqnists, instead of ask- 
ing the Turk to secure good government to all 
the people or his vast Empire, whether they be 
Druses, Yezedes, Mohammedans, or Chris- 
ans. 

ARMY STORES. 

The Roval Victoria victualing yard, at Dept- 
ford, is still busy replenishing the stores which 
have lately been heavily drawn upon in order to 
provision the garrisons at Gibraitar and Malta, 
in cach of which there is now accumulated food 
sufllcient for the maintenance of a large army 
for twelve montha.

that these funds came under Class A, or specially 
prefebred funds, while Mr. Farwell said that the 
City Government had not so looked at the mat- 
ter. Mr. Mayborne stated the case, as he un- 
derstood it, by saying that the city had used the 
money wrongfully, and it seemed that its first 
business was to put the money back. 

Mr. Adams thought that all the funds in the 
city’s book should stand their proportions of 
the Gage deficiency. 

SENATOR MAYBORNE EXPLAINED THE CASE 
by saying that the State in 1871 purchased a 
ditch for $3,000,000, one-third of which payment 
was made under special conditions,—viz.: that 
it should be used for no other purpose than the 
building of a Court-House. This made it a 
trust fund as sacred as any other trust fund 

could be. Some of that fund had been misap- 
plied, and the very first duty of the city was to 
make good that trust fund. He did not believe 
that any defalvation by any city officer should be 

charged against this trust fund. 

The question about how the deficit should be 
made good was the occasion of considerable dis- 
cussion. It was explained that each of the 
city’s funds was credited with amounts of back 
taxes, which were being generally collected. 
Tue proper course was to take the collections 
from the back taxes, and pass them over to this 
trust fund to make good the money which had 
deen borrowed out ot it. 

Mr. Joseph Medill, who was Mayor during the 
period covered by the transactions, came in, 
and, at the request of the Committee, ex- 

lained certain things. In reply to a question, 
e said that the fund had, during his occupancy 
of the Mayoralty, 
BEEN CONSIDERED A TRUST FUND, 
and, so far as he knew. no enactment had ever 
been violated in expending any of the money in 
this fund. 

The question was asked the Comptroller 
how the funds had been filled again when de- 
pleted! He auswered that it was by dividing 
up the taxes as they were collected. Senator 
Uaines asked him why he bad not given this 
fund its proportion of the money collected! 
The answer was that it was because the city did 
not need the money. Mr. Haines was rather 
vigorous in his reply, and thought that it was 
the duty of the city to put back themoney 
which it had taken. 

Senator Mayborne said that @o one had any 
idea that any wrong was intended. The monev 
had been used under pressure, and the proper 
thing was to put this money back at once, 

Senator Mayborne asked the Comptroller 
whether he had not aright to use part of the 
money from the sale o1 bonds for this fund. 
He replied that he couid not under Judge 
McAllister’s decision. 

Senator Haines asked how much money was 
Dow x the Treasury. The answer was 


“How much,” said Mr. Haines, belongs to 
special funds?“ “In round numbers, about 
$600,000,” said the Comptroller.

FACTS — 1 TAPIOCA, 
n Grocer. 


The plant trois “which tapioca is obtained is a 
native of South America, and is cultivated ex- 
tensively tu Brazil, as also in many parts of the 
East Indies and the Indian Archipelago. It is a 
woody plant, with siender stalks, aud grows to 
the height of about eight feet, and known as the 
Cassava or Manioc plant. It has smooth, palm- 
shaped leaves, and bears small, green flowers, 
which grow in clusters, with an immense-sized 
fleshy root, sometimes weighing as much as 
forty or fifty pounds. The plant belongs to a 
highly-poisonous tribe, and is itself one of the 
most virulent of the species. This poison is 
found more particularly in the juice of the 
plant, a small quantity killing birds, 
quadrupeds, and even man himself, caus- 
ing cold _ perspiration reat swell- 
ing and convulsious, generally ending in death; 
but tuis deleterious substance is so highly vola- 
tile if exposed to heat, or even the open air for 
about two days, that its property is entirely dis- 
sipated.

JOHN HOEY’S PLACE.

Mr. John Hoey owns the most elaborate prop- 
erty in America on the brink of the ocean. It is 
said to cost him $40,000 a year to keep it up. 
He had originally about 130 acres. probably the 
same area now. In order to get the contiguity 
of a full-grown woods, such as the sea gales had 
not stunted, he built his mansion near a mile 
back from the beach. As it was set too low to 
be seen from the beach, he has now raised an 
open observatory roof above it, itself umique 
and not unpleasing.

old name, Winipisoukie, has every syllable given 
to it that can be extorted from its letters by a 
school-ma'm. Delhi, a name absurdly given to 
a town in Alleghany County, is called Deil-nigh, 
when its real nagne is as nearly as possible Daily. 
Still further West, Terre Haute is called Terry- 
Hut, an amazing conformity to the spelling- 
book. If an uneducated man were to write 


its real name phonographically Tare Holt, he 


wonld not be nearly so ridiculous as those who 
find its name not in a word, but in an assem- 
blage of printed signs. In’ the City of New 
York there bas been of late years a remarkable 
change of name effected by this rule of spell- 
ing-book. What,“ said to me an old gentle- 
man, a member of a highly respected old New 
York family, what do these people mean by 
Dez-bros-sez street?

overhauling of the Consular representation 
of the United States in South America. He 
finds that our commercial relations with 
that region are not benefited by the system 
which has heretofore obtained,—that of ap- 
pointing as Consuls foreigners doing busi- 
ness there, and who naturally consult their 
individual interests in all cases where the clash 
with those of the United States. Mr. Evarts 
believes that the appointment of Americans to 
these Consulates will better conserve the 
commercial interests of the country, and it 
is understood that he will shortly carry this 
reform into effect. 


The returns from all the customs districts 
give a very favorable showing of the trade of 
the United States with foreign countries. 
The total exports for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1877, at specie values, were $602,- 
474,581, and the imports $451,307,549, the 
excess of exports being $151,167,032, This 
is a big gain over 1876, when the excess of 
exports over imports was $79,643,481. A 
decided improvement has also taken place in 
the coin balances. For 1877 the exports of 
coin and bullion were $56,163,237, and the 
imports $40,774,414, agamst total exports 
of $56,506,302, and imports of only $15,- 
936,681. 


From among the lumber-shovers in the 
southwest portion of the city comes a proph- 
ecy of trouble. They have banded together 
and have determined to strike unless their 
wages are increased by Monday next. Two 
meetings have been held, permitted by the 
authorities on a pledge by the leaders to re- 
frain from incendiary speeches, badges have 
been issued, and resolutions adopted threat- 
ening all men not belonging to the organiza- 
tion who persist in working after the strike 
has commenced. The men announce their 
detestation of mob-rule, but they will be 
compelled to transact their strike very care- 
fully to keep out an element whose lawless- 
ness will bring a terrible vengeance on all 
whom it may concern. 


President Harn has issued a general order 
prohibiting the sale of arms and ammunition 
to the Indians, and revoking all licenses to 
trade with them in such articles. This will 
relegate Hi, Lo, and Suacxwastr Jack 
to the primitive bow strung. with 
the sinew of the deer, and the arrow feath- 
ered with the pin-feathers of the prairie- 
hen, tipped with the bottom of the whisky 
bottle, and dipped m the poison of 
the rattlesnake. But then it will 
have its advantages, for it will de- 
spoil Indian correspondents of their 
poetical references to the ‘‘ unerring rifle,” 
though it will flood the country with the 
“twang of the bowstring.” Still we can’t 
have our Indian in any shape without the 
inconveniences he breeds, and should be 
content with any modification of him that 
can be secured. 


That Chicago is under obligation to her 
militia is gratefully admitted by every citi- 
zen, and that the regiments and companies 
already organized should be liberally sup- 
ported and encouraged does not admit of a 
question. Up to the time of the riot but lit- 
tle interest was manifested in our citizen sol- 
diery, and it was a matter of profound in- 
difference to the bulk of our population 
whether the organizations existed or died. 
But the necessity for active service and 
the alatrity with which the boys responded 
to the call have materially changed the views 
of the people, and they are beginning to 
manifest an interest where before they were 
passioniess. It is now proposed to raise 
money by subscription and place the First 
and Second Regiments, the Light Cavalry, 
and the Zouaves on a sound financial basis. 
A meeting of citizens has been held and 
committees appointed to attract the atten- 
tion of merchants to the plan, and 
it is most devoutly to be wished 
that the responses to the Committee’s 
calls will be hearty and generous, that the 
men of the militia may know that their for- 
mer efforts are appreciated, and that they 
may be encouraged to futare and equally 
satisfactory endeavors in the event of a de- 
mand for their services. The establishment 
of a militia organization is expensive, but 
where it proves efficacious in the salvation 
of property and the protection of the people, 
the beneficiaries should willingly and prompt- 
ly pay for the advantages they enjoy. 


One of the most important features of the 
foreign news is contained in the announce- 
ment that the Czar has applied personally to 
the Emperor of Austria for permission to 
cross troops into Bulgaria through Servia. 
Should the Austrian Emperor consent, it 
would throw an immense advantage upon 
the side of Russia, not only by endangering 
the Turkish left flank, but also by giving the 
Russians an easy access into Roumelia with- 
out the necessity of forcing a passage over 
the Balkans. The recent conference of the 
Emperors of Austria and Germany, in which 
it was mutually agreed to maintaina strict 
neutrality, would not of necessity interfere 
with such permission, as Servia is an inde- 
pendent State and not a province of Austria. 
In allowing Russian troops to march through 
Servia, therefore, she would only be risking 
her own interests. If she could afford to do 
that, of course it would not imperil German 
interests. So faras Turkey is concerned, 
she could have no caus of complaint against 
Austria. It is extremely doubtful, however, 
whether Austria will risk the chances of 
internal rupture for the sake of allowing 
Russia right of way through Servia. 


The London 7imes has sufficiently pene- 
trated the political situation in this country 
to observe that the antagonism which Presi« 
dent Hayzs has excited among a few of the 
malcontents of the Republican party is oc- 
casioned more by his determination to re- 
form the abuses of the civil service than by 
his withdrawal of the troops from the Sonth- 
ern States. It is worthy of note that this 
fact has become so conspicuous as to be ob- 
servable across the Atlantic; it has long been 
evident at home. The Times praises Presi- 
dent Hares’ efforts, but expresses its doubts 
whether they will be successful in the face of 
the determined opposition they will encoun- 
ter from the machine politicians. We do 
not think that the President himself has ever 
hesitated, or doubted his ability to carry out 
all that he has undertaken. He does 
not make the laws of the country, and 
all that he can do in the way of reforming 
the civil service is by personal influence and

nent reform ; or, in the failure to do this, to 
engraft the policy so firmly upon the civil- 
service system during his Administration 
that his successor, whether Democrat or Re- 
publican, will not dare to abandon it. 
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PETER COOPER’S FINANCIAL SCHEME. 

Peres Coorzr, who was born more than 
eighty years ago, and who has a kind and 
benevolent heart, has, in ‘‘an open letter to 
the President,” undertaken to unite philoso- 
phy and philanthropy in certain remedies for 
the present condition of affairs, and espe- 
cially to infprove the condition of the unem- 
ployed workmen of the country. No one 
questions Mr. Coorzn’s benevolence, but the 
impracticability of the aged gentleman's 
views have been notorious for scores of 
years. After giving a graphic picture of the 
suspension of industry, of the closing of 
mills, factories, and mines, of the distress 
and non-employment among the wages 
population, of the decline in commercial 
business, and the suspension and bankruptcy 
of merchants, be insists that the cause for 
all this stagnation and depression is the 
„want of money,” and the want of cheap 
money.” In other words, Mr. Coorrn at- 
tributes all the trouble to the absence of an 
abundant, and of course depreciated, paper 
currency. He declares that ever since 1865 
the country has been losing its money.” How 
it has lost its money he explains by saying 
„ that this country had, up to the year 1865, 
issued in different forms of currency and 
Treasury notes, and bonds current as money 
among the people, $2,192,395,527. This 
vast sum had, on the Ist of November, 1873, 
shrunk to $631,488,676. In the year 1865 
there was in the hands of the people, as a 
currency, $58 per head; in 1873 the cur- 
rency was only a little more than $17 per 
head.” This statement of the causes of the 
general depression will hardly bear examina- 
tion. During the War there were various 
forms of currency issued, one succeeding the 
other in rapid order, and intended to catch 
the popular favor, the inducement being the 
opportunity to fund them, and thus supply 
the Government with millions daily of ready 
money to carry on the great War. The de- 
struction or waste of the War the last year 
exceeded two millions of dollars a day, and 
this waste or destruction was bridged over 
temporarily by all kinds of bonds and the 
expedient of forced loans in the shape of 
scrip money. Mr. Coopzr regards the time 
of the War, with its horrible destructiveness 
and issue of scrip, as the most prosperous 
and glorious days ever witnessed by the 
American people! According to his theory, 
the coming of peace closed the era of Ameri- 
can prosperity. 

During the months of January and Febru- 
ary, 1865, the average price of goldin New 
York was 206, which gave the currency a 
value of 474 cents on the dollar. Mr. 
Coorgr assumes that two $1 notes worth 47} 
cents each are worth more than one $1 note 
worth 95 cents, and that to reduce the num- 
ber of notes one-half and double the value 
of the remainder is to lose one-half the 
money. A large proportion of what he in- 
cludes as currency issued during the War 
were 7-30 bonds, 5-20 bonds, time-notes, 
and other obligations bearing interest. Sev- 
eral of these exist and are as available for 
currency to-day as they ever were. No man 
will refuse in payment of debts any form of 
Federal bond, even if it is not legal-tender, 
and will gladly allow the premium and ac- 
crued interest due thereon. 

The statement that the currency of the 
country had shrunk in November, 1873,. to 
$631,488,676 is a gross mistake. At that 
time the currency of the country was in round 
numbers:

The paper currency in 1873 had an average 
value of 85 cents on the dollar; in 1877 it 
has a value of 95 cents, and the purchasing 
power of the amount in circulation at both 
periods can thus be stated :

It is not, however, more money which Mr. 
Coorprr wants; his panacea is cheap 
money, and the cheaper the better; that is, 
scrip dollars worth 45 to 50 cents each. To 
the want of this cheap money he attributes 
all the woes of the country. 

The venerable old gentleman, having dis- 
covered the utility of cheap money, proposes, 
as immediate remedies to be supplied by 
this cheap money, the following: 

First—Let the Government give immediate relief 
to unemployed labor, either through definite meth- 
odsof help, given to settiers of unoccupied lands in 
the West, or by great and obvious public improve- 
ments which are seen to be necessary to the pros- 
perity and safety of the country—such as a North- 
western and a Southwestern railroad. Doth these 
methods might be used in view of the great dis- 
tress now of the working classes.

The construction of railroads io the Pa- 
cific and other public works, at the cost 
of the General and State Governments, 
might serve as a means of distributing cheap 
money, but it would afford no substantial re- 
lief. It would create new and enormous 
debts, and entail a taxation that would be

One 
great source of trouble is that we have more 
railroads now than the country needs or 
than can pay expenses for many years to 
come. 

Secondly—Restore the silver coinage as a legal- 
tender; and, while it swells the currency, it may 
be made as light as paper, for transportation, by 
‘* bille of exchange, or by a currency that repre- 
sents silver. The demonetization of silver was a 
trick of the enemies of the poor man’s currency.

Let us have a national currency fully hon- 
ored by the Government, and not, as now, partial- 
ly demonetized—the sole currency and legal-tender 
of the country, taken for all-duties and taxes, and 
interconvertible with the bonds at 3 low but 
equitable rate of interest. This will forever take 
the creation of currency and its extinction out of 
the hands of the banks and those interested in 
making it scarce and high, and put it completely 
under the control of law and the interests of the 
people. 

The permanent policy of a cheap legal- 
tender paper currency issued to an unlimited 
extent is the old story over again. He in- 
cludes in it the ‘‘ interconvertible bond.” He 
does not explain, however, how a paper cur- 
rency not bearing interest can be kept in cir- 
culation so long as the holder can exchange 
it fora bond bearing interest. The bond 
bearing 3.65 per cent interest being worth 
more than the note bearing no interest, the

Fourthiy—Let us promote and instract industry 
all over the land by founding, under national, 
State, and municipal encouragement, industrial 
schools of every kind that can advance skill in 
labor. The rich need the literary and professional 
school and colleges, and they shpuld have them; 
but the poor need the industrial schoo) of art and 
science; and it should be made the dutv of the 
local governments to provide a practical education 
for tne mass of the people as the best means of 
** guaranteeing to every State a republican form 
of government. 

While the establishment of schools, and 
especially of technical and industrial schools, 
is a measure of general importance, the 
reader will look in vain for the relief which 
they will afford to the million of men now 
out of employment and their families. 

The fifth measure is such an increase of 
the tariff as will prevent importation. It is 
hardly necessary to argue a suggestion of 
this kind. The sixth and last measure is to 
reform the civil service, He styles these 
recommendations as methods of immedi- 
ate relief,” and thinks if they were adopted 
the great crisis through which our country 
is now laboring” may be passed safely. 
The venerable philanthropist,-believing in 
the cheapest possible money, naturally 
thinks that his nostrum must of necessity be 
a remedy for all the nationalills. A return 
to dollars worth 50 cents in his mind would 
be doubling the wages, the earnings, and 
the income of every man in the land. 

ENGLISH VIEWS OF THE STRIKE. 

The views of the English public concern- 
ing the late railroad strike and riots acquire 
an importance from the fact that the spirit 
of the English Government, institutions, and 
people is more nearly akin to that of our 
own Government, iustitutions, and people 
than in any othercountry. It is not unlikely 
that something of the same apprehensions, 
doubt, confidence, and treatment of the 
strike would be manifested in England that 
were felt in this country. It is pleasant to 
find, therefore, that the English journals not 
merely regard the lawlessness of the strike 
in the same light as the representative news- 
papers of this country, but express the most 
perfect confidence that the insurrection 
against society and business would be crushed 
out promptly, as it has been. England, of 
course, felt a peculiar interest in the railroad 
strike, inasmuch as large amounts of Amer- 
ican stocks and railroad bonds are held by 
English capitalists, and the attitude assumed 
by the strikers was a blow aimed at property- 
interests in England as well as this country. 

The Times believed the strike from the 
first to be a carefully-concerted movement,— 
an impression which was warranted by the 
readiness with which the railroad em- 
ployes of a certain class joined it in 
nearly all parts of the country. But, as the 
strike was prematurely inaugurated (a fact 
which had not then come to the knowledge 
of the English journals), the confidence in 
general support and combined action which 
was shown by the earlier strikers was sub- 
sequently disappointed by the lukewarmness 
of the railroad employes throughout the 
Western States who, in large part, merely 
succumbed to a pressure. That the nature 
of the strike was very keenly appreciated by 
the Times is evident from the following 
extract : 

The attacks upon the railrosds did not spring 
from the mad fury of an ‘‘ Insurrection of Hun- 
ger, nor were they the efforts of an intelligible 
Communistic movement. They were rather the 
fruit of evil teachings germinating in the minds of 
ignorant meu. The mass of the railway insurgents, 
like the Molly Maguires of the Pennsylvania coal- 
fields, whose reign of terror has only just come to 
an end, are uneducated Irish and German immi- 
grants, disposed to resent the late fall in wages as a 
personal wrong. They have been for a long time 
accustomed to listen to the loose an@reckless talk of 
political adventurers. They have been told that they 
are the elaves of capital, that the bondholder 
sucks their life-blood, that the railway corpora- 
tions are ruled by corrupt plunderers, and 
much more in which half truths are mingled with 
malignant lies. What wonder is it that, when they 
begin to feel the uncomfortable effects of the pa- 
ralysis that has smitten American enterprise, they 
should think it easy as well as just to redress their 
wrongs by robbing those whom they look upon as 
successful robbers? The misguided acts of these 
men rally around them the criminal classes, the 
idle, and the vicious, who are merely craving for 
license and booty. The obloquy which the railway 
corporations have accumulated renders them the 
readiest mark for the wrath of the working-claases, 
but other capitalists will not long escape if this 
attack should go unpunished, and if open outrage 
upon law and order should be rewarded by the con- 
Ceasion of the rioters’ demands. 

The Telegraph goes back further and 
makes a deeper analysis of the strike. It 
recalls the fact that Prof. Cam], in ons of 
his essays on Political Economy suggested by 
the American panic of 1873, predicted some 
of the most striking phases of the labor dis- 
turbances which have since grown out of it. 
The Telegraph traces all of the recent 
troubles in the United States, including the 
panic and its results, to an irredeemable cur- 
rency and a protective tariff, and those who 
have thought the matter out will not dispute 
the fundamental character of this theory. 
The extension of railroads where they were 
not needed, and the wasteful extravagance 
which characterized the construction and ad- 
ministration of many of them, were some- 
what intimately connected with these causes, 
and the abuses of railroad administration 
have undoubtedly had something to do with 
the grievances of the employes. Neverthe- 
less the conclusions of the Telegraph are as 
broad and conservative as possible, and indi- 
cate the advisability of some national system 
of intervention to settle the differences that 
arise between railway companies and their 
employes,—a view of the case which has 
been urged by Tun Tarsunxe. The recom- 
mendations of the Selegraph are mainly set 
forth in the following paragraph : 

At the same time, whatever may be the griev- 
ances of these men, they have obviously taken the 
law into their own hands, and the claims of pub- 
lic safety demand that they should be summarily 
brought to subjection. We can understand the 
possibility of a political fend leading to manifesia- 
tions of lawlessness, for party feeling in euch a 
case proverbially runs high. But that an educated 
and law-abiding class like the artisans of the 
United States should go to the reprehensibie ex- 


tremes we have mentioned, in a mere dispute 
about wages, is almost incredible. When the

latter will at once be surrendered for the f 
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stroy the property of masters, it is questionable 
whether such 'nterests are worth protecting. When 
employers iploge! cannot be brought to 
terms by pers..cion, it were preferable that arbi- 
tration should be made compulsory rather than that 
the proceedings we have chronicled should be per- 
mitted tooccar. We recommend as a model for 
imitation by the trades of the United States the 
Conseils de Prud ‘hommes of France. There can 
be no doubt that so far as Englishmen have availed 
themselves of the Courts of Conciliation,’ which 
Mr. Mundt and Mr. Rurgent Kerrie have 
sought to establish after the French pattern, they 
have prevented an incalculable amount of angry re- 
crimination. 

The Standard likened the outbreak to the 
Rebellion in magnitude and dangers, though 
drawing the obvious distinction between the 
two. But it regarded the strike as a national 
affair, to be treated summarily by the 
National Government, which certainly would 
be the sensible way to regard it if the laws 
had been properly framed to enable the 
National Government to grapple with such 
an insurrection without waiting for the ap- 
peal of the State Governments for assist- 
“ance. The Standard says: 

It does not seem that the nature of their political 
institutions or even the democratic temper of the 
people have had much to do with the occurrence 
in the United States of this unprecedented kind of 
rebellion, exceptin so far as the ringleaders are 
less likely than in any other country to be ad- 
equately punished. The legal authorities both of 
the States and of the Union have acted with as 
much energy and resolation as could have been 
shown by the servants of a military autocracy. 
There has been no apparent disposition to tolerate 
the lawlessness of multitades on whose votes the 
fortunes of their rulers might depend. The occa- 
sional fraternization of the militia with the rioters 
might have occurred anywhere, and has not pre- 
vented the State forces from doing their duty in 
general with firmness and loyalty. The weakness 
of the Federal Government arises from the fact 
that its army, intended chiefly to secure the safety 
of the central territory against Indian outbreaks, 
and never regarded as necessary for the protection 
of the Government against popular disorder, is ab- 
solutely inadequate to the latter duty. 

All the English journals make the error of 
finding more popular sympathy with the 
strikers than actually existed. There is no 
doubt that there was a widespread impres- 
sion at first that the reductions had been ex- 
cessive, but even this has been removed by 
an exhibit of comparative wages now and 
in prosperous times. Whatever popular 
sympathy there was on this account did not 
outlast the first two or three days. As soon 
as it became evident that the strikers were 
determined to defy the law, to violently in- 
terrupt the trade of the whole country, to 
make all interests suffer to achieve their 
purpose, and to afford an opportunity to the 
dangerous and vicious classes to threaten, 
plunder, burn, and kill, they forfeited all 
sympathy that peaceful and law-abiding citi- 
zens may previously have had for them, and 

thenceforward the efforts for restoring order 
and protecting the rights of commerce were 
vigorous and persistent. 
THE REMEDY OF ARBITRATION. 

The Ohio Republicans very sensibly and 
very opportunely incorporated in their plat- 
form a plank demanding ‘‘ that provision be 
made for statutory arbitration between em- 
ployers and employes, to adjust controver- 
sies, reconcile interests, and establish justice 
and equity between them.” In connection 
with this declaration, the Detroit Tribune re- 
calls some interesting facts connected with 
the arbitration system of Mr. Muwnpetiza, 
the well-known friend of English working- 
men, which will be of more than ordinary 
interest in the present disturbed condition 
of the relations of employers and employes. 
During the well-known contest in Notting- 
ham between the manufacturers and their 
workmen, and when both sides were in de- 
spair of ever settling their grievances by 
separate action, Mr. Munpzxia, who is him- 
self a manufacturer as well as member of 
Parliament, proposed a system of arbitra- 
tion. The first Board was composed of nine 
employers and nine employes, to whom the 
question of wages was submitted for final 
decision. The employes nominated an em- 
ployer for President, and the em- 
ployers nominated an employe for Vice- 
President. When the vote was 50 
close that the question had to be settled by 
the presiding officer, the vote was cast by a 
disinterested person. The system was at 
once successful, and so successful that 
it was followed in other branches of busi- 
ness, and colliers, miners, hosiery, and other 
Boards were speedily organized upon the 
same basis. Asto the usefulness of these 
Boards, Mr. Munperua says: Since their 
organization strikes are at an end; levies 
to sustain them are unknown; and one shil- 
ling a year from each membor suffices to pay 
all expenses.” His opinion is that ‘‘Arbitra- 
tion, in order to be effective, must be the re- 
sult of open and friendly bargaining, in 
which masters and men meet together and 
froely talk over their common interests. 
Engineers cannot legislate for tailors, nor 
tailors for engineers; each must legislate for 
himself.” 

The success of the arbitration system in 
Great Britain is perhaps one of the strongest 
arguments for the introductidn of the same 
system in the United States, for if labor con- 
tests can be settled there by it, they can be 
settled here. If anything, strikes, lockouts, 
and complications between employers and 
employes have been more frequent and wide- 
spread in England than in the United States. 
It is the common-sense way of set- 
tling every question in dispute, and 
it is the only plan that accomplishes 
definite and permanent results. A strike is 
the worst resort that the workingman can 
adopt, because it settles nothing. On the 
other hand, it disorganizes labor, spreads 
confusion, breaks up the existing harmony, 
engenders bitterness of feeling, tempts to 
violence and destruction of property, and 
thus entails fresh miseries upon the working 
class. Especially is this true when a strike 
is made upon a falling market. We have only 
to look at the events of the past few weeks 
in all the large cities of this country to find 
the truth of this statement. Here was a 
strike inaugurated at a time when business 
was dull, when the demand for labor had 
fallen off, and when prices were steadily 
dropping. It spread from one end of the 
country to the other, and was participated in 
by thousands upon thousaffds of operatives, 
and yet what has it accomplished except a 
feeling of bitterness between employers and 
employes, widespread destruction of prop- 
erty, Joss of life, interruption of 
business, and an infinitely worse 
condition of things than existed before the 
strike? The employes have not gained any- 
thing; on the other hand, they are worse off 
now than they were before, and have suc- 
eeeded in so demorali7'ng ‘ibor, para- 
lyzing the market, avi throwing all 
commercial interests into confusion, that 
it will be little les (hac miraculous if 
they do not find nea: winter that they 
are reaping a fresh harvest of misery from 
this summer sowing.

4 BEMARKABLE CASE OF VINDICATION AND RE-

 Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 7.—Iln 1872 Ben- 
jamin Runkle, then an Acer on the retired 
iet, doing duty by assignment in connection 
‘with the Frecamen’s Bureau as a disbursing 


_ officer in Kentucky, was court-martialed on a 
charge of misappropriation of money, and sen- 


tenced to be dismissed from the service and to 
_{mprisonment in the Penitentiary. The finding 
of the court-martial was approved by Belknap, 
then Secretary of War, althouch the sentence to 
the Penitentiary was remitted. Runkle since 
that date has constantly maintained that his 
case was not fairly tried before the court- 
martial, and, indeed, has proved his inno- 
cence of the charge upon which he was 
convicted. He incurred odium from the fact 
he was a disbursing officer under Gen. 
Howard’s management of the Freedmen’s Bu- 
reau. Runkle’s lawyers have recently discov- 
ered a point in military law, the result of which, 
within a day or two, has been that the President 
has ordered Maj. Runkle’s restoration into serv- 
ice. The lawyers made the point that military 
law requires that a sentence of court-martial 
involving criminal charges must be approved by 
the President of the United States, and cannot 
be approved by the Secretary of War; that 
consequently the indorsement of Secretary 
Belknap was of no effect in law, ard 
that Runkle’s case was still pending. The argu- 
ment of this point was had before the President 
and the law officers of the Government, and the 
decision was reached that the point of the law- 


vers was correct, and that in fact Runkle's 


was legaliy still pending. 
THIS POINT GAINED, THE FRESIDENT GAVE 
BUNKLE A SPECIAL HEARING 

upon the merits of his defense. The evidence 
vered by Kunkle during the last five years 
was so overwhelming that the President has 
decided that the accusation was unfounded. 
For these reasons the President declines to ap- 
ve the recommendations of the court-martial. 
his leaves Maj. Runkle on the retired list. This 
is probably one of the most remarkable vindi- 
cations in the military history of the country, 
due to the discovery of a nt of law which 
seems to have hitherto escaped all Judge-Advo- 
Maj. Runkle was a very brave soldier, 
Was severely wounded, will be a lifelong sut- 
ferer, and doubtless deserves the life-pay. The 
decision, of course, gives Runkle his pay since 
1872, as the non-approval of the court-martial 
leaves him in the service during that time.

THE PRESIDENT. 
INTENDED JOURNEYINGS.

Wasninetonr, D. C., Aug. 7.—The President 
will leave Washington next Monday, to be ab- 
sent a week or ten days in Vermont and New 


Hampshire. He will be accompanied by Post- 


master-General Key, Secretary McCrary, and 
either Secretary Thompson or Attorney-General 
Devens, and will be joined at Bennington by 
Secretary Evarts. Ther will remain two and 
perhaps three days at Bennington, after which 
they will probably make a short visit to New 
Hampshire. When the President was in Boston 
in June a committee of the Legislature of New 
Hampshire called upon and invited him to ex- 


tend his visit at that time to their State. 


This he was unable to do, on ac 
count of his engagements in Rhode Island, 
but he informed thém that he might possibly 


‘go to Concord when he visited Vermont this 


month. No further notice of arrangements for 
his official reception in New Hampshire have 
yet been received, but a letter received a day or 

to ago from Secretary Evarts brought the in- 
telligence that the people of New Hampshire 
expected the President and party to visit them 
next week. 

In September the President will go to Ohio, 
leaving Washington about the 9th. He will re- 
main four or five days at his home at Fremont, 
‘after which he will visit Louisville, to be pres- 
eut at the celebration of the anniversary of the 
adoption of the Constitution of Kentucky. 

From Louisville he will probably extend his 
Visit as far South as Nashville, and then return 
to Washington by the way of Chattanooga, 
: and Southwestern Virginia. It is 
hot understood that the President will be ex- 
pected to make any set speeches during eitber 
of these excursions.

him. He proved equal to the emergency, how- 
ever, and without reciting that domestic vio- 
lence existed in the State, he ignored prece- 
dent, and called on the Secretary of War for 
troops. His informal application, of course, 
found its way to the waste-basket; but mean- 
while the troubles subsided, and Uncle Jimmy’s 
strategy hac given bim opportunity to fail to 
recognize Hayes, keep on good terms with the 
strikers, and hold back the State militia from 
interfering in any manner. This is about; as 
much as Uncle Jimmy’s most ardent constitu- 
ents could have demanded of him.

NOTES AND NEWS. 


PINE-TIMBER THIEVES. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasainoton, D. C., Aug. 7.—Land Office 
Commissioner Williamson will soon make a re- 
port to Secretary Schurz of his recent visit to 
the Wisconsin and Minnesota lumber regions. 
Comm Williamson found abundant evi- 
dence d his trip that vast quantities of logs 
have been cut from the Government reservation 
in the vicinity of Minneapolis and Stillwater, aud 
driven down the St. Croix and Mississippi Riv- 
ers. The pioneers or lumber scouts in the em- 
ploy of the Land Office have measured all the 
limber stolen from the Government reser- 
vations at the principal points, and 
the United States Marshal has been in- 
structed to seize the equitable portion 
of the Government of the logs from the rafts 
of the parties charged with stealing them. A 
few seizures have already been made, and many 
more are expected. With the seizures the su- 
pervision of the matter on the part of the Iu- 
terior Department ceases. 

THE INDIAN COMMISSIONERSHIP. 

It is ascertained that the attetopt to secure 
the removal of Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
Smith has been abandoned until the pending 
Indian investigation shall have been completed. 
The President, it appears, was unwilling that 
Smith should be removed or asked toresign un- 
til all the evidence on both sides has been taken 
by the Commission. 

DISPOSITION OF TROOPS. 

It is learned at the War Vepartment that the 
United States troops recently moved from the 
Southern States to Pennsylvania, West Virgin- 
ia, and Maryland, and to other points where a 
breach of the peace was threatened during the 
late railroad strikes, will not be sent back 
South at present. No necessity is believed to 
exist for keeping soldiers in any of the South- 
ern States, and it is thought to be more prudent 
to hold such United States military forces as 
may be available ior that purpose at points in 
the North, where they can be readily moved 
toany section where their services may be 
needed. 

THE MORMON COUNTRY. 

The condition ot affuirsin Utah has engaged 
the attention of the Cabinct to some extent at 
one or two of their late meetings. The rivalry 
between the Gentile and Mormon population of 
that Territory seems to be increasing in bitter- 
ness, and a number of new indictments against 
Mormons for polygamy and other offenses have 
recently been secured. Some of the Gentiles 
in the Territory bave been apprehensive that 
trouble might grow out of these procvecdings, 
but the Administration does not fear a disturb- 
ance of the peace.

A NEW YORK FORGERY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 7.—This afternoon Fred- 
erick Maxwell, a well-known fruit-merchant of 
Front street, accompanied by his wife, his 
lawyer, and Detectives Field and O'Connor, of 
the District-Attorney’s office, entered the office 
of Assistant District-Attorney Bell. Maxwell 
was under arrest for forging acceptances to the 
amount of $33,000, and the history of the case 
the Times gives as follows: A week ago Mon- 
day Mr. Maxwell made an assignment for the 
benefit of his creditors. His debts were said 
to be $66,000, including the forged paper, and 
dis nominal assets $54,000, which were estimated 
at $27,000. He had been m ‘business twelve 
years asamember of the firm of Maxwell & 
Payson, but forthe last two years has conducted 


engagements promptly, and had an excellent 
reputation among his commercial associates. 
The news of his failure, therefore, evoked sym- 
pathy among his friends. Two days after mak- 
ing the assignment, he visited his counsel and 
informed him that to save himself from failure 
he negotiated forged acceptances to the amount 
of $33,000, $20,000 on the Metropolitan National 
Bank, $10,000 on the Market Nationa! Bank, and 
$3,000 on his former business partner. He told 
his counsel to call a meeting of the holders 
of the forged paper, and put them in posscs- 
sion of the entire facts of the case. He met 
the victims of his forgeries and conicased every- 
thing. The Direetors of the Market National 
Bank held a special meeting the same day and 
decided on communicating with the District-At- 
torney with a view of commencing criminal 
proceedings against Maxwell. The counsel ap- 
pealed to the Directors to reconsider their de- 
termination, offering on behalf of Mrs. Maxwell 
to make restitution by turning over to them all 
her property. They, however, decided to let 
the law take its course, while they express the 
utmost sympathy for Mr. Maxwell, who had an 
account with them for fifteen years. 

Maxwell expressed his entire willingness to 
surrender himself. and accompanied the de- 
tectives to the District-Attorney’s office. 
prisoner states that his failure was not 
about by speculation or anything outside his 
legitim business, but was caused — by

PURE CUSSEDNESS.

New York, Aug. 7.—On Sunday the tropical 
fishes which occupied a row of tanks on the 
south side of the New York Aquarium Build- 
ing were noticed by the Superintendent to act 
in u peculiar manner, remaining at the surface 
of the water in a body, and endeavor- 
ing at times to jump out of the 
water. Some time later every one of them 
was removed from the tanks dead. The fishes 
occupying the sixty feet tank, among them 
a large number of sharks, herring, and 
sturgeon, also died. The simultaneous death 
of so many of the ftish aroused 
the suspicions of the manager, and 
a quantity of the water from the tank was sent 
to a chemist. Upon being analyzed, large quan- 
tities of lead were discovered in the water, which 
verified the suspicion that the water had been 
potisoned.

Witness had heard 
hat the accused sustained a fall when young, 
and that he believed that goer a 1 
an apparition appeared on h t shoulder an 
asked him where he had been while unconscious 
from the effects of the fall. The spirit, or 
whatever it was, suggested that while uncon- 
scious his spirit actually left his body. 
In the year 1 he owned some tim- 
ber land’ at Binghamton, N. V., and there 
he partially destroyed a large number of trees 
for no earthly reason so faras known. As to 
Pike’s coolness immediately after the murder, 
that was nothing new in such cases. Probably, 
judging by his on standard of right and — 2 
e would try to carry out what he called h 
principles. Witness did not believe that at the 
time of the homicide the accused was insane, 
but did believe that he was subject to those 
peculiar conditions which he had tried to ex- 
plain. Pike was eccentric, liable to be excived 
by little things, or by a belief that some wrong 
had been done to him, although such wrong, in 
point of fact, might never have been committed. 
In cross-examination by Col. Vallette, Dr. 
Jewell said that men might entertain extreme 
views on any subject without being actually in- 
sane. For instance, a kleptomaniac or dissolute 
person need not necessarily be insane. The fact 
that Pike held radical and extreme views on 
phrenology and Spiritualism did not proye his 
insanity. The rulical views of a Communist as 
to the division of property by no means evi- 
denced unsound mind. Witness did not consid- 
er the poem or the drama prima facie evidence 
of insanity, but thougnt that a man who would 
rsistently devote himself, to the neglect of his 
commas to preparing such incoherent rub- 
bish was not of actually sound mind. 
He thought that Pike should be shut upina 
Lunatic Asylum and never let out any more, 
for he was liable to a return of these insane con- 
ditions at any moment. Pike was of an un- 
sound, unstable mind, and should be kept lock- 


ed up. 
Gen. Stiles offered in evidence 
A SWORN CERTIFICATE, 

signed by W. W. Jodding, Superintendent of 
the Taunton, Mass., Lunatic Asylum, to the 
effect that W. C. Pike was confined there in 
1870. The prosecution admitted that Pike was 
confined onzBlackwell’s Isla nd in 1870-71, and 
was discharged from there in March of the lat- 
ter year. 

Counsel on both sides then agreed to make 
no arguments, and to let the case go to the jury 
forthwith. The Court prepared the instructions 
to the jury, to which both sides consented. 

THESE INSTRUCTIONS 
consisted simply of Sec. 284, Chap. 38, of the 
Revised Statutes, page 394, as follows: 

A lunatic or insane person, without lucid inter- 
vals, shall not be found guilty of any crime or 
misdemeanor with which he may be oherged: pro - 
viled, the act so charged as criminal shall have 
been committed in the condition of 8 if 
upon the trial of a person charged with crime it 
shallappear fromthe evidence that the act was 
committed as charged, but that at the time of com- 
mitting the same the person so charged was lunatic 
or insane, the jury shall so find by their verdict, 
and by their verdict shall further ind whether such 
person has or bas not permanently recovered from 
such lunacy or insanity; and in case the jury shall 
find such person has not permanently and entirely 
recovered from such lunacy or insanity, the Court 
shall cause such person to be taken to a State 
Hospital for the Insane, and there kept in safety 
until he shall have ful:y and permanently recovered 
from such lunacy or insanity; but in case the jury 
shall find by their verdict that such person has en- 
tirely and permanently recovered from such lunacy 
or insanity, he shall be discharged from custody. 

The jury then retired to consider their ver- 
dict, and were absent about three-quarters of 
an hour. The accused was then sent for, and 
the jury returned 

A VERDICT 
as follows, the words, We, the jury, find the 
defendant not guilty, but,“ being inserted at 
the commencent on motion by Gen. Stiles and 
by agreement. The verdict therefore reads: 

We, the jury, find the defendant not guilty, but 
we find that the defendant, William C. Pike, did, 
on the 15th day of Marca, 1877, kill Stevens 8. 
Jones as charged in the indictment, but at that 
time the deiendant was insane, and still continues 
to be Insane. 

Mr. Pike was therefore remanded in custode, 
and within a few days he will be sent to the El- 
gin Asyium.

Is the Dental Pulp Essential to 
the Integrity of the Dental Structure?“ The 
doctor’s answer to his gwn question was, in 
brief, that too much stréss had been laid on 
saving the pulp, and there had been too long- 
continued efforts to save its vitality. In his 
opinion it was no longer a question of the pre- 
servation of the pulp, but the preservation of 
the teeth. He advised the removal of the de- 
vitalized tissue, and, in case this was iiapossible, 
what remained should be dried of its watery 
portion and embalmed. Above all, he would 
advise trying to save the teeth rather that the 
pulp. 
Dr. A. O. Rawls, of Lexington, Ky., and Dr. 
Barker, of Philadelphia, took precisely opposite 
views, and the latter stated, incidentaily, that 
Philadelphia dentists were not much of a suc- 
ecss in capping pulps.

PREPARING FOR A STRIKE. 

Those who are resting in the belief that Chi- 
cago has seen the last of the labor or striking 
troubles for the season will wake up some of 
these fine mornings and find themselves mis- 
taken. The late mob demonstrations, as all 
know, accomplished little, if anything, except 
to teach the half-grown boys who led them a 
valuable lesson; hence the crievances that ex- 
isted a lew weeks ago yet exist to a great ex- 
tent, and the dissatisfied then are yet 
in the same mood. They are not “drill- 
ing on the prairie,” nor — themselves 
for a combat-at-arms with the long list of 
Major-Generals, Colonels, and- Captains who 
grew up out of the late troubles; neither are 
they storing stones and gathering clubs for 
another assault upon the police. But they are 
organizing, banding themselves secretly to- 
gether, and pledging their lives to stand by 
one another, come what will, in a demand 
to be made for an increase of wages. 
Particularly is this the case among the lum- 
ber-shovers employed along the South Branch, 
who have been holding mectings for a weel. 
or more every night, and making arrangements 
to act in concert when the word is given. The 
organizations that were disbanded in the recent 
excitement in that section have been reformed, 
new passwords and signs have been coined, and 
it is a fact that this class arg more determined, 
better organized, and more} earnest now than 
they ever were. 

MONDAY EVENING 


and others employed along the docks was held 
at Bohemian Hall, Taylor street, near Canal, 
when it was agreed that unless a demand for an 
increase of wages was granted Monday 
that a strike should be commenced. 
There were nearly 1,000 people in 
attendance, and the greacest en-

Just here the red ticket is caleu- 
lated to be useful, tor such as may go to work 
after the strike commences who cannot show one 
of these pieces of pasteboard are to be ordered 
to quit, and, if they do not obey, are to be 
dealt with by being thrown into the river, or in 
such other summary way as the exigencies of 
the occasion may suggest. Effort has been 
made to get hold of one of these tickets, but 
in vain, and also to ascertain the exact demands 
of the organization, which have been equally 
futile. The demand is understood, however, to 
be for an increase of about 20 per cent, and if it 
is not acceded to it is safe to predict troubie,— 
at least, the repetition of the troubles of a year 
or more ago in the lumber district.

DAMAGE DONE BY THE RIOTERS., 

Citv-Attorney Tuthill yesterday delivered the 
following opinion, which explains itself: 

To the Honorable, the Committe: on Finance 
GENTLEMEN: in the matter of the petitions of F. 
Foggenberger and Ferdinand Gappeisrorder, ask- 
inz damages from the City of Chicago for property 
injured, devtroyed, and stolen by alleged rioters 
ju this city on the 25th and 26th days of July, ult., 
referred to this Department by your Committee 
for an opinion as to the liability of the city in the 
premises, I will state that public or municipal cor- 
porations are under no common law liability to pay 
for the broperty of individuale destroyed or stolen 
by mobs or riotous assemblages. 

It is held that the Legisiature may constitution- 
ally give a remedy in such cases, and regulate the 
mode of asscssing the damages. 

There is, however, no statute in this State which 
imposes upon a municipal cerporation any liability 
to pay such damages as are claimed by petitioners. 
Our statute only provides forthe punishment of 
persons who take part in riotous assemblages, and 
that such persons shall be liaole to any person in- 
jured in an action of trespass to the full amount of 
damages by him sustained. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that the claims of 
oa should be disallowed and placed on file.

The court 
was crowded to suffocation, and, among others, 
many of the leading members of the Italian Bar 
were present. The discussion was principally 
sustained by Signor Tajani, on the part of the 
plaintiff, and by Signor Bacchettoni for the de- 
fendant, and chiefly turned on the question as 
to whether the Countess Lambertini, having, as 
the defense asserted, a recognized civil position,

The de- 
tense further maintained that the three elder 
witnesses were in perfect health, and that, conse-

The 
brothers Antonelli were represented by four 
advocates. The fifth, the celebrated Mari, was 
absent. For the Countess Lambertini ap 
peared the advocates Gallini and Tajani.

the hearing of all witnesses in general, 
and of the three witnesses a futura memoria in 
particular. They showed great dexterity in avail- 
ing themselves of every resource supplied them 
by the letter of the law. They denied that there 
was any urgency for hearing the chief witnesses.

The opinion prevails that should the examina- 
tion a futwura memoria be refused, the proof by 
witnesses would hardly be permitted in No- 
vember. in which case the Countess’ suit would 
be hopeless. The President conducted the pro- 
ceedings with great calmness and ability. 

Romz, Sunday Night.—It is the prevalent 
ovinion in forensic circles that on Tuesday next 
the examination of the chief witnesses a futura 
memoria will be granted by the Civil Court. In 
the same circle it is held that the Court is in- 
clined to interpret the law in a sense favorable 
to the hearing of wituesses in the case. Thus 
there is little or no doubt that the proceedings 
will take their regular course from November 
onwards. In the meantime a document has 
been prepared, intended to show that the Car- 
dinal treated the Countess with a father’s sotici- 
tude, a point on which Italian law lays. much 
weight in cases where paternity has to be 
proved. Accounts are produced, beginning from 
October, 1855, ending with the Cardinal’s death, 
according to which he spent on the maintenance 
and eduvation of his alleged daughter the sum 
of 2,061,972 francs in all.

The Detective Scandal in 
London Spectator. 

The criminal classes in London have been 
much excited, and perhaps delighted, by the 
arrest of three well-known police Inspectors, 
Palmer, Druscovich, and Meiklejohn, and a so- 
licitor named Froggatt. on a charge of endeav- 
oring to further the escape of the five Turf 
swindiers convicted last April at the Old 
Bailey. 

Our readers will recollect that Madame de Gon- 
court. a credulous ['rench lady, was persuaded 
by a clever band of rogues, who printed a sham 
newspaper called Le Sport, and drew checks on a 
fictitious bank at Charing Cross. to part with 
$50,000, in the hope of winning untold gains by 
turf speculations. Chief Inspector Druscovich, 
who is a clever linguist, and takes charge of 
international criminals, was intrusted with the 
task of apprehending the gang: and the charge 
against him is that he gave oo Adee ion to them 
which enabled them to decamp;that he supplied 
false information to the solicitor for the prose- 
cut ion; that he neglected to seize letters incrim- 
inating the band; and that he made false and 
ee reports to his superiors at Scotland 

ard. 

According to the statement made by Mr. Po 
land, counsel for the Treasury, at Bow street, 
the conspiracy originated in Meiktejohn’s ac- 
quaintance with Kerr, one of the convicted men: 
andif the story of the prosecution be true 
Meiklejohn, who is Chief Police Inspector of the 
Midland Railway, aided themin opening a bank- 
ing account at Alloa, so asto get rid of their 
booty. It is but fair to state that the prisoners 
have not yet disclosed their defense against the 
charges, which rest mainly on the evidence of 
Kerr, one of the convicted men.
